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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To eliminate the MSK signal component out of the 
sound output even with temporary break of the received signal 
by cutting off mixture output of the sound signal and the 
undesired MSK signal component and then transmitting only the 
sound signal through a filter. 

CONSTITUTION: A 2nd analog switch SW23 is turned on by the 
inverted output H of the MSK detection output L of a data 
modem DEM and outputs only the sound output, i.e., the output 
of a filter 2 which eliminates the MSK signal component out of 
the mixture output of the MSK signal and the sound signal of the 
FM demodulation output of a receiver RX serving as the output 
of a delay circuit 1. Meanwhile a 1st analog switch SW1 10 is 
turned off with the output L and the pass is cut off for the 
mixture output of the sound signal of the FM modulation output 
and the MSK signal. In such a constitution, the sound output is never interrupted even though the 
receiving signal is temporarily cut due to the fluctuation of a receiving field or the delay time is caused 
to an FM modulation part and the detection of the MSK signal of the modem. Then the talking using the 
sound signals can be smoothly carried out.

... Then, when an MSK detection output L/H that is output by the data 
modem MODEM detecting an MSK signal of an FM demodulation output of the 
receiver Rx is output in a manner delayed by 10 msec to 50 msec since the FM 
demodulation output is delayed from the normal case due to a state of an 
electric field, a delay circuit 1 that delays the FM demodulation output, for 
example, by 60 msec to 1 00 msec. In this manner, the MSK detection output 
L/H is output earlier than a mixed output of a voice and the MSK signal of the 
FM demodulation output. For this reason, the switching operation of turning 
on and off of the first analog switch SW-j 10 does not output a lead section of 
the MSK signal of the input in error. 
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
